Claim 7, is allowable because the prior art does not anticipate or suggest all the 
combination of the all the elements for an electrical quantity indicator for a battery in 
electromotive vehicle. 

Regarding claim 7, the prior art of records do not teach all the combined design elements 
including the feedback circuit is actuated by the power consumption of the motor to close the 
switch to connect the feedback circuit to the meter, and the non-reset measuring meter is 
responsive only to a reduction in measured voltage and not to any increase in measured voltage.
